Analysis 

Office records reveal that in the application as-filed on December 4, 2003, inventors Ramgol

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A Change of Correspondence Address was filed on November 12, 2004 and on July 14, 2005, 
executed by Dr. A.A. Vissa. A review of Office records reveals that no power of attorney has 
been filed giving Dr. Vissa - the person signing the change of correspondence address - the 
authority to change the correspondence address. The applicable rule, 37 CFR 1.33(a)(2), Acting 
in a representative capacity, states: 

(2) Where a § 1.63 oath or declaration has been filed by any of the 
inventors. If a § 1.63 oath or declaration has been filed, or is filed 
concurrent with the filing of an application, by any of the inventors, the 
correspondence address may be changed by the parties set forth in paragraph 
(b) of this section, except for paragraph (b)(2). 

The MPEP 601.03 further provides: 

Where a correspondence address has been established on filing of the application or 
changed pursuant to 37 CFR 1.33(a)(1) (prior to the filing of an executed oath or 
declaration under 37 CFR 1.63 by any of the inventors), that correspondence address 
remains in effect upon filing of an executed oath or declaration under 37 CFR L63 and 
can only be subsequently changed pursuant to 37 CFR 1.33(a)(2).

Conclusion
